THIS  LEASE  AGREEMENT  IS  made  this  J  c/  day  of  ^gj^afa^  ?flo  .  by  and  between  Richard  J.  Mucker  and  Anne  B.  Mucker,  Trustees  of 
The  Mucker  Living  Trust  dated  December  29, 2008,  whose  address  is  7644  Jill  Court  North  Rtcntand  Hills,  TX  78180,  as  Lessor,  and  Chesapeake  Exploration,  LLC, 
an  Oklahoma  limited  liability  company.P.O.  Box  18496,  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma  73154.  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party 
hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions  (including  the  completion  of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jobilly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1.  in  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  In  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following 
described  land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:

in  the  County  of  Tarrant.  State  of  TEXAS,  containing  0.3470  gross  acres,  more  or  less  (including  any  interests  therein  which  Lessor  may  hereafter  acquire  by  reversion, 
prescription  or  otherwise),  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  for.  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas.  along  with  all  hydrocarbon  and  non  hydrocarbon  substances 
produced  In  association  therewith  (including  geophysical/seismic  operations).  The  term  "gas*  as  used  herein  includes  helium,  carbon  dioxide  and  other  commercial  gases,  as 
well  as  hydrocarbon  gases.  In  addition  to  the  above-described  leased  premises,  this  lease  also  covers  accretions  and  any  small  strips  or  parcels  of  land  now  or  hereafter 
owned  by  Lessor  which  are  contiguous  or  adjacent  to  the  above-described  teased  premises,  and,  in  consideration  of  the  aforementioned  cash  bonus.
